Prior art fails to disclose or suggest in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitation: the radio transceiver located outside the electromagnetic shield and adjacent to the 
antenna and providing an electromagnetic shield for the antenna in claims 1,12 and 27, claims 2- 
11, 15-19, 28-29 and 31-32 are allowed since they are dependent on claims 1,12 and 27.
